This Clyfter, after an hour, came. 
off, with a deal of nafty flimy 
ftuff, and made him void great 
quantities of Urin; by which he 
was mightily reviv’d; yet, on the 
fifth day after the begining of thefe 
Med’cins he died.

But as I was faying before, it is 
moft pleafant and diverting, to fee 
what abfurdities, thefe patrons of 
an unreafonable ferment fuppos’d 
to be lodg’d in a certain and pecu- 
liar part, are brought into ; for be- 
fides the Chimerical Exiftence of this 
Notion evidently made out in the 
mention’d Book, they are not on- 
ly oblig’d to maintain a ferment to {e- 
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parate every one of thefe ferments 
in Infinitum in every one of thefe 
Solutions ; or elfe to fix upon fome 
fingle one that was implanted in eve- 
ry one of thefe Parts, in the begin- 
ing, and at the firft minute of Gene- 
ration; which neverthelefs muft be 
diminifh’d in part, by its ation up- 
on thefe Liquors it diffolves, melts 
down and precipitates ; and yet it 
muft never be intirely wafted; and 
if it is intirely exhaufted, there 
can no way be aflign’d how it is 
to be recruited and rapair’d; but 
even, if we be fick by any of thefe 
Ferments falling from their natural 
ftate, they are never to be repair’d 
by the force of any remedy, except 
it be feparated from the Blood, 
without the help of any ferment, 
for if no folution can be in the 
Blood, without the help of a Fer- 
ment, neither will any fpecifick 
Med’cin give its force to the lan- 
guifhing Ferment; becanfe it is re- 
quifite that the fpecifick Med’cin of 
évery one of thefe Ferments be de- 
rivd into their Cells, and that 
this may be done, it muft be mixt 
with the Blood, and feparated from 
the 
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the Blocd into thefe different Cells, 
and fo be mixt with the languihh- 
ing Ferment; but, by the {uppo- 
fition, there can be no fecretion, 
without a Ferment, and, becaufe 
the Ferment is decay’d, wafted 
Or fpent; therefore this fpecifick 
remedy for recovering this Fer- 
ment, cannot be feparated from 
the Blood and mixt with it; wheres 
fore the languifhing Ferment can 
never be repair’d by the fpecifick 
Med’cin that is tranfmitted to the 
Blood. 

And if it be true, that our Pati- 
ents by the taking of fuch Med- 
’cins do reeover their Health, we 
may conclude from hence, that 
fach peculiar and fpecifick Ferments 
aré meer Chimera’s, and have no 
real being, and that the caufe of 
the Difeafe was not thro’ the de- 
fect of any decay’d Ferment; fince 
the fick Perfon does recover his 
Health, without the Med’cins that 
they fuppos’d to be the recruiter 
of the languifhing Ferment, arriv- 
t the Ferment it felf ; and 
therefore. the conclufion is evident, 
that there are Secretions without a 


Fer. 
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Ferment, -and that peculiar Fer- 
ments are no lefs confidently than 
weakly eftablifh’d by their Pa- 
trons. I might have eafily pafs’d 
by this, in perfe& filence, but that 
this fuppofition of a Ferment is 
fuch among the Chymifts, and of 
that confequence, that they make 
the whole Art of Phyfick turn up- 
on it; and.yet ’tis plain to any 
one how great difficulties they 
put themfelves upon, who main: 
tain and fuppofe thefe f{pecifick or 
peculiar Ferments; and with how 
weak and uncertain a Foundation 
he’s contented with, who fets up 
with a dependance upon this Do- 
ctrin of Ferments. 

The more] reflect upon the way 
of making Secretions from the diffe- 
rent Velocities of the Blood, as it is 
found afferted in my Occon. Animal. 
ido not only think it infinitely to 
be prefer’d before this precarious 
way by fpecifick ferments, but ev’n 
before any other hitherto alledged, 
as I have prov’d at great length : 
But it feems the moft natural in re- 
folving Phenomena of the Secreti- 
ons; and the more fo, if we confi- 
der 
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der that it is fuffcient and only necef- 
fary that the make of a Glandul ié 
fuch, that the parts of any Liquor 
that flows mixt, but loofe, into its 
Cavity may be deriv’d into the dif. 
charging du&; not entirely and in 
the confus’d mafs, but fuch and fach 
parts only as come nearer to their 
feparation, by confequence of the 
different velocities the Liquor has in 
its departure from the Heart: And 
we muft ftill more readily affent to 
this, that we bring into our Memo- 
ry the common accidents that hap- 
pen to Blood every Day, by Phlebo- 
tomy. Thered part of the Blood 
that feem'd to fill up all the Porren- 
ger in time of the Operation, does 
as ’twere contra it {elf by degrees 
towards the centre, and removes 
peace-meal tho fenfibly from the far- 
face, and the growing fpace which it 
leaves atop, is fill’d with aclear 1 j- 
quor, that congeals upon the Fire, 
and we commonly call the Serwy; of 
the Blood. All this while, the redder 
part of the Blood which thus con- 
tracts it felf in thecentre of the Vet 
fel, becomes Hard gr grows toge- 
ther; andif we hold our Nofe and 


opened 











opened Mouth over thefe Liquors, 
they fend up fuch fleams that affe@ 
our {melling very ungratefully, and 
create in us a very unpleafant and 
naufeous Tafte. We fee here what 
fecretions are perform’d , without 
a Ferment ? And that That which 
affects our Tongue, and Noftrils, 
rifes out of the fame very Veffel, 
and offends both thefe fenfes with 
its ungrateful touch 5 yet this Li- 
quor (which by the bye cannot be 
thought Homogeneous) is feparated 
from the other Liquors, and with- 
out a Ferment too; but this Liquor 
was containd in the Blood, and if 
it had been brought into a Glan- 
dnl, fit to receive this invifible 
{team, it might have been as eafily 
feperated in this Glandul, without 
a Ferment, as we fee it is feparated 
in the Veflel.* And° fo we might 
reafon about the other parts. ~ But 
if we conceive, as we ought to do, 
that this effect of the different ve- 
locity can perform the fame things 
that the different degrees of Heat 
doin a Chimical Veffel, (for it muft
